2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case: (1) the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product such as one having 
a subassembly consisting of two opposite identical support frame, each having a stretch film 
fastened thereon such that the one or more products are sandwiched between the stretch films so 
that the one or more products are suspended when the package is in either up or down position; 
and (2) the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process such as 
one having a step of fastening the stretch and shrink film to the side walls and/or the bottom 
flanges of the support frame, thus saving stretch and shrink film material; or a step of placing the 
one or more products after securing the support frame in a tray forming a thermoformed-shell, 
thus preventing the risk of dropping the one or more products due to tearing of the stretch and 
shrink film during transferring the subassembly to the thermoformed-shell. 
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3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, and because of their 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
